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DETAILED ACTION 
Oath/Declaration 

1 . The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 
required.

6. Claims 10-13 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
figure 1 of applicant drawings. Applicant has indicated that figure 1 of his drawings is 
prior art.
